SINGAPORE (AP) - They 
may not make the top of the 
pops hut to many Singaporeans 
the sounds of the white eye, 
shama or red vented bulbul are 
more stirring than those of pop­ 
ular singers. 
When they rave about birds, 
they mean the male variety of 
the feathered species. 
Bird 
singing 
contests 
have 
become 
a

pastime. This year some 300 
winged sopranos chirped in the 
national 
championships 
in

dium. 


It was a contest of voice, tal­ 
ent. beauty and grace. Grim- 
faced 
judges 
marked 
down 
points for the pitch and timbre 
ol a bird s voice, a chirp's me­ 
lodious quality, his head and 
body 
movements 
during 
the 
song 
as 
well 
as 
poise 
and 
grooming of body and features. 
Birdowners. 
lovers 
and 
w a t c h e r s , peered intently 
through the 
fence, eyes 
and 
ears glued to their favorite bird 
as he pei-formed, Few voices 
were heard when the cacopho­ 
ny of twittering birds sounded 


for the finale of the two hour 
competition. 
Birdowners 
who 
tried to whistle their candidates 
back into action when they fell 
silent in the face of more vocif­ 
erous opposition got a n g r y 
stares. 
Birdcages with timid, croak­ 
ing beginners were hung by 
their owners in the net of a 
hockey goal in the centerfield 
of the stadium to sing along 
and learn from the masters. 
Four species of jungle birds 
completed: the tiny white eye. 
the pretty 
red. brown, white 


and black bubul with a shipping 
tuft of feathers on the head, the 
long tailed 
shama. 
and 
the 
rather ordinary looking brown 
thrush. 
•lust as all the wingers were 
male, birdsinging appears to he 
a hobby of men only. And birds 
are a very serious matter to 
them, judging from their grim 
faces. 
“ It takes two years to train a 
bird.” says Lim Chak Khoo. 73, 
who has been rearing the feath­ 
ered stars for 37 years. “ They 
must get used to people and 
competition." Lim and most of 


the other 500 members of the 
Singapore Bird Club spend Sun­ 
day 
mornings 
in 
cafes 
and 
small paiks for training and re­ 
hearsals. often abused by late 
riseis who are annoyed by the 
chorus of early birds. 
Like all artistes, bird singers 
are very sensitive. Outchirped 
in a tough competition a bird 
may fall silent forever, grow 
suilen and eventually die. says 
Joe Lopez, a bank employee 
with a singing team of bulbuls. 
Caged birds have been pam­ 


pered pets in China for cen 
furies- and just like in the old 
days a modern Singapore Chi­ 
nese may walk his bird rather 
than his dog in the park.
